TEAM LAW. 



That Should be Understood 
By Owners of 
Teams. 



DAMAGES RECOVERABLE 



No One Should Leave Teams 
on the Public High- 
way. 



There has been much talk about 
tesmitcrs. when coming into 
gdBf out of the city, leaving their 
toMOS and taking a seat in another 
WKgon to have a talk with the 
driver. This is a dangerous custom 
and sometimes results in somebody's 
property being injured by such 
carelessness. People seem to for- 
get, if they have ever known, that 
there is what the law terms 
nal negligence." 

There has been an expressed tie- 
sire on the part of the farmer,-^ 
know exactly what i,-< the law in 
gard to this matter, and we have 
have been asked to make it public 

The point on which information is 
asked is this: Suppose a man, di 
ing a team for another man, leaves 
his team to jog along the road at its 
own will, gets into the wagon of an- 
other man, someone meets the team 
without a driver and damage re- 
sults to the owner of the second 
named of the team, either to his 
person or his team or wagon, from 
whom can damages be recovered, 
the negligent driver or the owner of 
the team? 

The county attorney has been 
consulted and tu- says both. That is 
the teamster i.s tlu- agent of the 
owner of the team, and the driver 
is intrusted with his team, wagon 
and contents. No one save the 
owner has the right to dispossess 
him, %nd it is hid duty to his em- 
ployei',to take care of his property, 
and when he leaves the team to its 
own vrill, then he is derelict. 

If an approaching team, vehicle, 
contents or the person of the one 
who may be in the vehicle or wagon 
sustains injury by the carelessness 
of the first mentioned driver in leav« 
ing his team, then the injured can 
recover by process of law from the 
teamster or the owner of the team, 
or both. 

This is what the county attorney 
calls an unwritten law. It has been 
in effect from time immemorial. 
The same law is operative in cases 

here injured parties recover dam- 
ages from railroad and other corpo- 
rations. 

There is, however another phase 
of the question: If a driver ma- 
liciously causes a loss to the owner 
of another team, then the responsi- 
bility of the uwiier of the first 
med team cea.ses and his driver, or 
agent, alone is res|)onsible. 

lere is still another pha.se to the 
question: Can the owner of a team 
recover from his driver for damages 
sustained by the driver's negligence 
when it causes loss to the owner? 
On this point we cannot speak ad- 
visedly, but from a common-sense 
view of the ease we would say yes. 
Every agent should be responsible 
to his employer. 
The above may seem tautological 
) some, but it is about as brief a 
ay us possible to make plain the 
law long in force and point out the 
duty of teamsters to their employ- 
The farmers are inteiistetl in 
matter, and it i.s their duty to 
fully advise their employes in regard 
to themselyei and the public and 
warn them against negligence of 
duty in this respect, as well as to 
enlighten lb to the penalty in such

THE SPARROWS'. WORK. 



Not a Blessing in Disgulfe 
As Was Supposed* 



A Kentuckian man had a talk with' 
Chk f of Police Shanklin in regard 
to a man who was in the city 
wwk claiming to he a pJivate de- 
tective, aiifl wild KHvo out the state- 
ment that Presly J. Luster, late of 
Gnthrie. was in Hopkinsville. The 
*^Tate detective" claimed that 
lie knew Luster, whose wife was 
mireteriously murdered, that he was 
here and that he had seen him. 

It seems that the detective was so 
certain of his man that he told some 
«f the police ofTicei-s t hat i ( hf- was 
furnished a little nmru'v lie would 
find Luster and the officers could 
obtain the $250 offered for his arrest. 
The officers didn't take enough 
stock in the story to furnish the de- 
tective with the needed cash. 

The detective's story castsa reflec- 
tion on the efficiency of our police 
force. Chief Shanklin says it is 
strange that he didn't make the ar- 
rest and obtain the reward himself 
instead of offering to sell his infor- 
mation for a few dollars. The detec- 
tive claims that he came down from 
Guthrie with Luster, that he saw 
him at Grucey and talked with him. 
This is a very improbable story and 
too plainly a fake to impose on the 
credulity of our officers. Chief 
Shanklin thinks it was merely an ef- 
fortto obtain money .which thedetect- 
ive was probably in much need of. 
Ko one would for a moment believe 
that Luster, if he had committed the 
foul crime of murdering his wife, 
would have so little sense as to stop 
at a place so near his late home. He 
would know that it would simply be 
walking into the clutches of the offi- 
cers of the law. The Chief of Police 
denounces the whole story as a fake 
pure and simple and not worthy of a 
moment's consideration. The detec- 
tive could not be found yesterday 
and is supposed to have left the city. 



Some weeks ago the Kentuckian 
called attention to the destructive 
work of the English sparrow, 
his general objectionable qualities, 
and the necessity of making war on 
thr feathered enemies, but nothing 
has been done in that direction, 
though everybody seems to be in 
favor of exterminating the pests. 
The Gla-tgow, Ky., correspondent of 
the Na.shville American has the fol- 
lowing to say aiiout the sparrow: 

"Complaint lifis been coming in 
thick and fast for sometime of the 
amount of wheat that has been and 
is being destroyed by English spar 
rows. Heretofore the sparrow has 
confined his operatituia to towns 
and cities, but in the i^t few years, 
owing perhaps to his limited field, he 
has begun to take up his habitati( 
in the country. His coming was 
hailed by the farmers with delight, 
as his fame as a "potato bugger" 
"cabbage wormer" had preceded 
him. The agricultural papers and the 
farmer no doubt saw visions of the 
feathered help going from hill to 
hill eating the bugs off his early po- 
tatoes while he sat in the shade and 
read his paper or discussed political 
issues with his neighbors. But the 
vision wa.s all. ^ Instead of the spar- 
row being a blessing in disguise, it 
a curse to the farmer as well as 
to his city brother. If this bird has 
redeeming trait anjrwhere, 
country or town, it is yet undis- 
covered. 

In several sections myriads of 
these sparrows swooped down 
fields of ripeuing wheat and did un- 
told damage. Each bird would 
light on a stalk, the stalk would 
break and then the little pests w ould 
devour, every grain in the head. 
Those who have suffered most say it 
it little short of marvelous how 
much wheat they can devour. 

The damage is such that the situ- 
ation is becoming alanning, taking 
■ to consideration the rate at which 
these birds multiply. It is conceded 
that something must be done and 
that at once, else, the farmers say, 
it will be impossible to raise wheat 
in this country in a few years. 

All sorts of .methods are being 
di.scussed but nothing definite has 
yet been .settled on. Complaints are 
made all over the western part of 
the State.
